pregnancy in contrast to the state as a whole (28.1% versus 18.5% respectively)

e Black women consuming alcohol during pregnancy is significantly higher in county than

the state as a whole (5.3% versus 1.1% respectively)

e The percentage unmarried parents is also significantly higher within the county than the

entire state (44.1% versus 37.1% respectively)

e Upon discharge, the percentage of black mothers breastfeeding is slightly higher than the

state percentage for black mothers breastfeeding on discharge (44.7% versus 42.6%
respectively)

e Vigo county witnessed 29 accidental deaths (13 of which were motor vehicle), 16
suicidal deaths and 2 homicides

Note: The following priorities have been identified for Vigo County:

e Priority # 1: To decrease high-risk pregnancies, fetal death, low birth weight, infant
mortality racial and ethnic disparities in pregnancy outcomes.

e Priority # 2: To reduce barriers to access to health care, mental health care and dental
care for pregnant women, infants, children, children with special health care needs,
adolescents, women and families.

e Priority # 4: To reduce morbidity and mortality rates from environmentally related
health conditions including asthma, lead poisoning and birth defects.

e Priority # 10: To improve racial and ethnic disparities in women of childbearing age,
mothers, and children’s health outcomes.
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
